DETAILED ACTION 

Re: Livingston et al 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/12/2005 has been entered. 

2. The amendment filed 7/1 1/2005 is acknowledged and entered into the record. 
Accordingly, claims 2-5, ,9-10,12-13, and 15-16 are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

3. Claims 1 ,6-8,1 1 , and 14 are pending and examined on the merits. 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections Maintained - 35 USC § 103 

5. The rejection of claims 1,6-8,11, and 14 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being obvious 
over Jennemann et al in view of Vangsted et al and Kensil et al and now over newly 
cited US Ribi et al (US Patent 4,520,019) is maintained for the reasons of record. 
Applicant argues that the amendments to the claims overcome the instant rejection 
because the cited references do not recite a composition that is lyophilized. Applicant 
argues that the newly claimed invention "elicited dramatically higher antibody titers thatn 
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the composition stored at 4°C. Applicant further contend that the cited references of 
Jennemann et al, Vangsted et al, or Kensil et al neither teach nor suggest lyophilization. 
Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed persuasive 
to overcome the rejection of record. 

The rationale to modify or combine the prior art does not have to be expressly 
stated in the prior art; the rationale may be expressly or impliedly contained in the prior 
art or it may be reasoned from knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art , established scientific principles, or legal precedent established by prior case 
law. In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988); In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). See also In re Kotzab, 217 F.3d 1365, 1370, 55 
USPQ2d 1313, 1317 (Fed. Cir. 2000) (setting forth test for implicit teachings); In re Eli 
Lilly & Co., 902 F.2d 943, 14 USPQ2d 1741 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (discussion of reliance 
on legal precedent); In re Nilssen, 851 F.2d 1401, 1403, 7 USPQ2d 1500, 1502 (Fed. 
Cir. 1988). 

In the instant case, applicant does riot argue the non-obviousness of combining 
Jennemann etal, in view of Vangsted et al, and Kensil era/, instead, applicant indicates 
that the references do not teach lyophilization of the claimed composition (see page 7 of 
response filed 7/1 1/2005). However, it was well known and established in the art at the 
time of the invention, that one of ordinary skill in the art could lyophilize compositions for 
pharmaceutical use in view of newly cited Ribi et al reference (see col. 2, lines 19-25). 
One of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated in lyophilizing the composition of the 
instant application because a lyophilized composition extends the shelf life of the 
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pharmaceutical composition. Moreover, the reason or motivation to modify the 
reference may often suggest what the inventor has done, but for a different purpose or 
to solve a different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the 
combination to achieve the same advantage or result discovered by applicant. In re 
Linter, 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972). 

Therefore, the rejection of claims under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious is 
maintained for the reasons of record and in view of the newly presented arguments.
